Commander Shaw was in Chicago yester- 
day looking after preliminary work for the 
coming encampment.

He conceived 
the plan while here to have him come to 
Chicago and combine the welcome of this 
city with that of the veterans. He talked to 
T. B. Blackstone and other prominent veter- 
ans about the plan, and received hearty en- 
couragement. He reiterated his statements 
concerning his opinion of the New York pa- 
rade incident, saying the veterans had not 
only been officially slighted, but had been 
assigned to a place in the line where they 
could have made only fools of themselves 
by marching. He thought Admiral Dewey 
would accept the invitation to come to Chi- 
cago,.and believed it would be much better 
for Chicago to wait, and not play second 
fiddle to New York.

HEROES IN LAND PARADE. 
SECOED SFECTACLE OF 
BRATION TO BE VIEWED TODAY, 


Countless Thousands Will See and 
Cheer Dewey and the Crew of the 
Olympia in the Great Procession as 
It Makes Its Way Over the Long 
Line of March—Spanish and Civil 
War Veterans to Follow the Arm 
of National Guardsmen. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] | 

New York, Sept. 29.—[Specia!.]—Before the 
eyes of a countless host will pass the great 
land parade of tomorrow. Two solid walis of 
humanity, each seven and one-tenth miles 
long, will line the route of march on side- 
walks, stands, and in houses. 

Perhaps 500,000 persons will view the 
pageant from stands, paying. anywhere 
from $2 to $20 each for the seats. It is es- 
timated that over 100,000 people will see 
the spectacle from windows, some of them 
rented for sums that would support an 
average family in comfort a year. The 
great masses will cheer Dewey and the 
32,500 men in line from the sidewalks and 
the sloping hills of Riverside, drive. 

The parade will start from Grant's tomb 
at ll a. m., but daylight will see the advance 
guard of coming multitudes seeking places 
of vantage along the route. The poor will 
dominate Fifth avenue, that famous thor- 
oughfare of the rich, tomorrow. Some of 
the wealthy families, to prevent injury to 
the costly railings and stoops in front of 
their residences, have built stands for the 
use of the public. Stands protect the prop- 
erty. 

The parade will form in the avenue and 
cross streets east of. Riverside drive, be- 
tween One Hundred and Fourteenth street 


‘on the south, One Hundred and Twenty- 


sixth street on the north, and Columbus 
avenue on the extreme west. 

The troops will be forming while Admiral 
Dewey is on his way by boat from the foot 
of Warren street to Claremont. He will 
reach the latter point at 10:30, and half an 
hour will be consumed in placing the guests 
and their escorts in carriages in the proper 


order.

South Carolina, North Carolina, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Missouri, Maine, Florida. and Texas. 

Famous military organizations which have. 
done much to give luster to the American

Route in Festival Dress. 
No parade that ever marched in this city 


has marched over a route so magnificently 
decorated as are the thoroughfares through 


«| Which the, procession will pass. The near- 


est approach to the festival dress of the city 
was during the Washington centennial cele; 
bration of ten Years ago. 

A temporary arch, since perpetuated, was 
erected for that event in Washington 
Square, but this structure in elaborateness 
of detail and magnificence of adornment fell 
far short of the splendid creation in the 
shadow of which Admiral Dewey will review 
the parade at Madison Square. 

To perpetuate the Washington arch cost 
$225,000. The sculptural work alone on the 
Dewey triumphal arch has an estimated 
value of $400,000, all contributed gratis by 
the members of the National Sculpture so- 
clety. No such monument as this was ever 
erected in any country for merely temporary 
purposes. 

In six hours the troops will pass under it, 
and then the direct object for which it was 
built will be achieved. 

From Thirty-fourth street to the northern 
colonnade of the arch at Twenty~sixth street 


the troops will pass through an aisle of mag- * 


nificently decorated triumphal pillars, as 
beautiful in their way as the arch to which 
they lead. 

Behind all the others will come 1,200 of the 
host who fought the battles of '61-'65, most 
of them union veterans, a few confederates 
—the former under the old one-armed war- 
rior, General O. O. Howard; the latter under 
General Roger A. Pryor. : 

Most inspiring of all will be the scene 
when the Admiral's carriage turns from 
Seventy-second street into Central Park 
west. Banked high on a stand against the 
park wall will be 2,200 school children in. 
blue and white, so arranged as to spell the 
word Dewey. and when the Admiral ap- 
pears the little ones will sing in unison, 
See, the Conquering Hero Comes.” 

The only special halt in the parade will be 
made at this point to give the Admiral a few 
minutes to see and hear the little ones. 


The men behind the guns of the Olympia 
will have their particular innings in the cel- 
ebration at night at the Waldorf-Astoria, 
and if they happen to be weary after march- 
ing in the long parade, the smoker, buffet 
lunches, and vaudeville performance ar- 
ranged for their enjoyment will be doubly 
attractive. 

There will be 450 jackies at the smoker, 
250 from the Olympia, twenty-five each from 
the ships in Sampson's squadron, the New 
York, Brooklyn, Massachusetts, and Texas, 
and seventy-five from all the other navy 
vessels in the parade. 

The smoker will begin at 8 o'clock, and 
the lunch, which is really something more, 
will be served the first thing.

Two Problems Presented. 

After the German deep sea expedition, 
which returned last spring, two great prob- 
lems were presenied in the Victoria quad- 
rant, whether the land from the termination 
of the island to Balleny Islands was con- 
tinuous, and whether Cape Adare was con- 
nected by continuous land with Mount Ter- 
ror and Mount Erebus. Future exploration 
parties must be prepared to pass over 


Sir Clements Markham advised against the 
employment of dogs as ineffective and cruel, 
experience proving them to be useless on 
rough ice, while men are available every- 
where. The ice barrier will be observed 
from the ship with a captive balloon. 

The Ross quadrant contains a continua- 
tion of the ice barrier, and the explorer's 
task will be to ascertain its extent and out-

Outline of English Plans. 

Sir Clements related the progress of the 
Royal society's plans. The vessel which 
will carry the ‘expedition will be of oak 
with a casing of green heart or other hard- 
wood. It will be 172 féet long, 83 feet 
broad, with 1,526 tons displacement. It will 
have a capacity for six officers, three civil- 
lans, and thirty-nine men. | 

The landing party will include the execu- 
tive officer, a geologist, and ten men. A 
house will be prepared for wintering. Ac- 
cording to the present plans the two expedi- 
tions will leave the Elbe and the Thames in 
August, 1901, the English vessel proceeding 
to the magnetic, base at Melbourne, thence 
to the termination of Balleny Islands, es- 
tablish the land party at MacMurdo Bay, 
and return to Melbourne and winter at 
Lyttleton, New Zealand. The second sea- 
son it will go direct to MacMurdo Bay to 
examine the ice barrier for a distance of 
300 miles, returning again to Melbourne and 
Lyttleton. The third season, if the funds 
permit, a determined effort will be made to 
reach the meridan of Peter’s Island. |

Men could 
accomplish much without dogs, however, 
said General Greely, and he had no doubt 
that Germany, England, and the United 
States would even adopt tricycles and auto- 
mobiles if they were feasible in polar ex- 
plorations. 

Professor Murray hoped for good results 
from the ice breakers. In his opinion the 
glacial deposits proved unquestionably that 
a great continent exists around the south 
pole. In that land, he said, the penguins 
would afford skins for fuel, eggs and flesh . 
for food, and that no expedition need starve 
if a station could be established near a pen- 
guin rookery. | 


At the Afternon Session. 

At the afternoon session Professor Murray 
delivered an address on the Distribution of 
Deep Sea Deposits.” Telegraphic cable sur- 
veys in the last thirty years, he said, had 
disclosed the nature of the greater part of 
the ocean bed. Over 10,000 samples of ocean 
deposits had been examined at Edinburg. 
Scientists must continue the work in the 
polar regions, where merchantmen cannot 
penetrate, and they will attain knowledge of 
the icy regions at less expense than in any 
other way. He thought it was better to 
close in on one pole, according to the Eng- 
lish and German plans, than to attempt a 


dash for the goal. „ 


Watching Arctic Currents. 

Henry Bryant of Philadelphia spoke on 
the importance of drift casks to indicate the 
direction and speed of ocean currents. Every 
vessel passing Bering Straits or approaching 
Greenland, Spitzbergen, or Franz Josef’s 
Land, he said, should carry casks and at the 
same time watch the ocean for casks set 
adrift by other vessels. The revenue cutter 
Bear, he said, had set twenty casks adrift 
recently. |

It is generally expected that a state of 
war will be proclaimed at any moment. 
President Kruger, in an interview today, de- 
clared he had done all possible for the sake 
of peace. He had accepted Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s own offer for a common inquiry, but 
Mr. Chamberlain deliberately broke the 
thread of negotiations, troops were massed 


on all sides, and war was forced upon him. 


It was impossible, he said, to accede to the 
dispatch of Sept. 12, as such a course would 
have given the land and people into the 
hands of strangers... As it was his seven

BUYS SUPPLIES IN AMERICA. 


Great Britain Charters Another Steam- 
ship to Carry Mules, Grain, and 
Forage to South Africa. 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 29,—One more 
steamship was chartered, making the third, 
another contract for mules was closed, and 
the first order for grain and forage was 
placed. That, in a few words, is the sum- 
mary of the work at British army head- 
quarters in this city, when Major H. J. Sco- 
bell stopped work tonight. The third trans- 
port secured by the Admiralty is the mam- 


moth ocean steamship Mount Royal, a twin- 


screw freight, soon to sail from Liverpool 
to New Orleans. It will carry 1,400 or 1,500 
head of stock. This ship is due in this port, 
according to the latest advices of her agents, 
on Oct. 18 or 20.

FEARS FOR PYRAMID HARBOR. 


‘Taco Wash., Sept. 20.— [Special. 1— 
Congressman Cushman, who returned from 
Washington last week, believes danger ex- 
ists that Pyramid Harbor will be practical- 
ly conceded to Great Britain as the result 
of negotiations now in progress between 
the Secretary of State’s office and the Brit- 
ish Fore office. 

This 
he had at Washington on Sept. 18 with As- 
sistant Secretary of State Adee. The latter 
did not say outright that it was expected 
to surrender Pyramid Harbor, but rather 
that they were talking of making conces- 
sions. there. The proposed settlement, 
which Mr. Adee favored, consisted of giving 
Great Britain warehouse privileges at Pyra- 
mid Harbor and to lease to the Canadian 
government a railroad right of way across 
American territory. Mr, Cushman says: 

“The point that exasperated me was that 
Mr. Adee seemed to look upon this as a 
favorable settlement for the American peo- 
ple. I told him I did not favor it, that 
people out here did not favor it, and it 
seemed like giving England a bill of sale to 
the lower end of a funnel, thereby giv- 
ing them control of everything that ran in at 
the top. Mr. Adee said the trouble with the 
treaty was that it endeavored to describe 
a boundary line that does not exist, there 
being no mountain chain parallel with the 
coast which the treaties mentioned, ex- 
cepting at the summits of White, Chilkoot, 
and Chilkat Passes.“ 

Mr. Cushman contended that if there were 
no mountain chain, then the treaty pro- 
visions as to ten marine leagues would 
certainly hold good, and that the English 
language was not capable of any other con- 
struction. 

Mr. Adee seemed to have no definite idea 
on this subject further than, since a dis- 
pute had arisen, something must be con- 
ceded, and he favored making the conces- 
sion outlined.

Grant. Charles Scribner’s Sons. 

The term “searchlight,” by which Judge 
Grant of Boston describes his letters to

“She aims to be a spiritual person, and she 
reads many essays—by Emerson, Matthew 
Arnold, Pater, and others.” But her ticket 
reads: Personal culture and individual] sal- 
vation,“ and so she must go second-class. 
So must the “ well-intentioned but over- 
bearing, visionary enthusiast,” the clergy- 
man who insists upon having the smoker 
removed from the train.“ Mr. Grant is flrin 
in his belief that the fruit of the grape and 
the leaf of the tobacco plant may accom- 
pany one who is in search of the ideal, and 
he is equally strong in his conviction that the 
ideal life is the one which maintains the 
noblest aims and cherishes the loftiest vir- 
tues for the purpose of a broader humanity.

First-Class Sea Stories. 
*“ Bearers of the Burden.” By W. P. 
Drury. G. P. Putnam’s Sons. 

Major Drury's seafnanship is equaled by 
his art in letters, and the two combined are 
delightful, as all will attest who read his col- 
lection of sea tales called Bearers of the 
Burden.” There is little choice in an array 
so uniformly good, and it is safe to begin 
with Parted Brassrags,“ and only lay 
down the book with the story of the Meath 
of a British naval officer in a foreign port, 
with which it closes. 

Sea stories are seldom love stories, but 
Major Drury lets romance soften the stern 
realities of the sailor’s life. A nursing 
sister from the royal navy went ashore at 
an isolated west African port to nurse a 
sick soldier. The English Vice Consul put 
the consulate at her disposal, and retired 
to a bungalow. In the prime of life, cut 
off from civilization and its influences, the 
man had added intemperance to the bitter- 
ness of exile, and the authorities were wait- 
ing for the climate to settle the matter of 
his dismissal. But now he was watching 
the beautiful face which he was madly 
beginning to hope might be the means, even 
at the eleventh hour, of working his salva- 
tion.“ 

„ This,“ said the Consul, with the pride of a 
man showing the lions of the neighborhood, “‘ is 
our European cemetery,”’ 

The sister again noticed the depressing gloom 
of the jungle, the entire lack of wooden cross or 
tombstone, the land crabs stirring in the sun, and 
shuddered. 

„ Ol Mr. Sieveing.“ she exclaimed, I should 
not like the thought of being buried here. And 
what are all those round black things’ sticking 
out of the sand? Why —she stooped down and 
examined one at her feet—“ they're beer bottles!“

His epitaph is in a bottle that 
once contained lager. The one next to it is a 
west countryman’s; he has a text at his head, and 
it’s in a Plymouth gin bottle. The one with the 
Jamieson label just showing above the sand has 
a few lines inside from the metrical version of ths 
psalms. Dear old Donald MacLeod, a trader chum 
of mine, is underneath; and 80 on. God knows I 
mean no irreverence. Soma, no doubt; have got 
their wrong tallies, but I've done my best for 
them, and no one else ever comes near the place. 
And then, as if he were half ashamed of his 
weakness, he added: They've most of em got 
woman-folk in Europe, don’t you know.“ 
Major Drury’s stories combine pathos and 
humor with an underlying earnestness that 
betrays a clear moral vision. The empty 
bottles above the lonely, neglected graves 
tell their own pitiful tale, but they tell it 
without preaching. The whole volume is o 
& rare and wholesome quality. ä 


Dean Farrar on Westminster. 


To those who have neither eyes to see, 
knowledge to understand, nor sensibility to 
enjoy, a visit to Westminster Abbey is too 
often a blank of dullness and disappoint- 
ment.“ says Dean Farrar, in his little volume 
on “ Westminster Abbey (W. S. Mansfield 
& A. Wessels). But what such a visit 
might be to a man of universal knowledge, 
unlimited interest, and complete sympathy 
no one can understand.“ Dean Farrar tries 
to make one understand. He dwells upon 
the religious symbolism of the building, on 
its scientific and architectural interest, and 
its sentimental and artistic value. He 
pauses for a moment before many of the 
most noted monuments and tells a few facts 
about the lives and deaths of those departed 
great ones. He recalls some humorous in- 
cidents connected with the memorials, par- 
ticularly the mistake made by the sculptor 
who put the buttons on Ben Jonson’s coat 
on the wrong side and thus called forth the 
following epigram: 

O, rare Ben Jonson—what a turncoat grown! 
Thou ne'er wast such, till clad in stone; 
Then let not this disturb thy sprite, 
Another*age shall set thy buttons right. 

The book ends with a chronology of the 
poets and men of letters whose memorials 
have been placed in the Abbey. As an in- 
troduction to those who have not yet paid 
their tribute to the famous dead and as a 
reminder to those who have, the little volume 
will be of value and interest.

In An Bolipse of Memory,“ by Morton Grin- 
nel, M. D. (Stokes), the author probably adds 
the M. D. to disarm criticism regarding the 
eclipse of memory that he imposes upon his beau- 
tiful heroine. The plot is nice and comfortable. 
Everybody comes op, goes off, gets married, and 
dies at exactly the right time, but all are tire- 
some people, and the tale ie so badly told that 
there is nothing to be gained by reading it. 


The Doubleday & McClure company has added 
one more item to the growing list of Kipling 
editions by issuing five of his best-known stories 
in five handsome little volumes, with the sacred 
seal of the elephant on the front and back covers 
to testify to their authorization. The volumes 
are The Man Who Would Be King,” The 
Courting of Dinah Shadd. The Coronation of 
Krishna Mulvaney,’’ The Drums of the Fore 
and Aft, and Without Benefit of Clergy.“ 
These come pretty near to being the five best 
stories Kipling ever wrote. 

Modesty is about the only fault that can be found 
in Charles H. Chase's Elementary Principles 
of Economies (C. H. Kerr, Chicago). In his 
preface he says:: Many valuable and pre- 
tentious works have been written and I have 
great respect for the works of Smith, Mill, 


yet for the most part they have failed to lay g 
solid foundation for the science in an adequate 
nomenclature with exact definitions.“ And then 
he prvreeds to announce that he has done it. The 
st t of political economy who reads Mr. 
Chase's work will waste his time. There is noth- 
ing new in the book. It ts badly written and il- 
logical, and although there are innumerable po- 
litical nostrums for the solving of great problems 
there are few suggestions that are feasible. 

The compiling of a Kipling note book under the 
title ot Kiplingiana’’ (M. F. Mansfield & A, 
Wessels) was a labor of love on the part of the 
editors, and the Kipling enthusiasts will find 
much to delight them in the little volume. The 
k begins with a brief biographical notice 
of the author and it ends with an account of 
Kipling’s iliness in New York. Between these 
two chapters there are many interesting anec- 
dotes, prefaces, and quotations. Early press 
opinions are quoted, and the criticisms.-of h 
men as Andrew Lang and Robert Louis Stéven- 
gon are recalled. To a reader unfamiliar with 
this popular favorite there would be much be- 
wilderment in such a laudatory mass of facts. 
But this unfamiliar reader would be difficult 
to find and all others will be edified and amused 
by a glance into this unique note book.

The last prices showed 
a net decline of %c in December and %@\c 
At the opening September was a 
full cent premium. The September premium 
was gradually cut down, finally disap- 
_beared, and' at the close the current month 
delivery was a full cent below December. 
The relative position of the two deliveries 
changed 2c. The Weare Commission com- 
pany was disposed to meet any pit re- 
quirements, and last night’s deliveries of 
wheat were between 300,000 and 400,000 bu.

COTTON GOODS OF ALL KINDS HAVE 
ADVANCED IN PRICE. 


Brown Sheetings and Drills in Demand 
rue Local Wool Market Is Bullish 
and Prices Stiffening — Speculators 
Are Buyers in Both Chicago and Bos- 


ton, Expecting Higher Prices to 
Prevail in the Near Future—Busi- 


ness Exceeds That of Last Week. en 


Cotton goods yesterday advanced in Chi- 
cago, simultaneously with the rise reported 
in New York. The tone of the market is 
strong, and the tendency is towards harden- 
ing of present prices. Blegched cottons are 
in excellent demand and higher. Brown 
sheeting and drills have advanced, and no 
four-yard goods of any mäke are obtain- 
able under quotations. The market for this 
class of goods is well cleaned up. Colored 
cottons and print cloths are slightly higher. 
Dueks continue firm, and supplies short. 
Wide sheetings are pretty well sold up, and 
cotton flannels and blankets are hard to find, 
and firm. There are few lines of any size 
of denims or ticks, and good-sized orders 
have been refused on this account. These, 
in connection with other coarse colored 
cottons, are unusually firm, 

Trade in printed cloths is keeping up well. 


In the lower grades business has been good, | 


and most of the lines below five cents are in 
good condition. The output of calicoes has 
been curtailed, to a certain extent, and there 
is little printing done now, except to fill ac- 
tual orders. Fancy calicoes seem to be the 
only line of cotton goods that are disappoint- 
ing in this season’s trade. Much was ex- 
pected of them at the beginning of this sea- 
son, but comparatively little business has 
been accomplished. Turkey reds, indigos, 
and chocolates are strong, and buying has 
been at a good average. Shirting prints are 
a little quieter, but percales are moving 
easily, and prices are firm. Staple ging-

NEW YORK’S FINE RECEPTION OF DEWEY 
The popular reception of Admiral Dewey 
in New York began yesterday and, as 
eminently proper, was ceebrated by a 
parade “of warships and innumerahe 
other craft up the Hudson. The day’s 
events closed with an iLuminat.on of 
the harbor and a brilliant disp.ay of fire- 
works in the city and from the adjacent 
shores. Today the reception will ciose on 
shore with a land parade and extraor- 
dinary honors for the Admiral, his officers, 
and the sailors of the Olympia. The Ad- 
miral will rest on Sunday and on Mon- 
day wiil leave for Washington, where 
another reception awaits him. 
It must be set down to the credit of 
New York that it has outdone itself in 
the arrangement and carrying out of this 
extraordinary demonstration. The city 
bas expended money iayishiy in prepar- 
ing for the three days’ celebration and 
merchants and private cit.czens have add- 
ed hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
the city’s appropriations. Its decorations 
bave been most eiaborate, its triumphal 
arches imposing, and every detail of the 
program has been so arranged as to con- 
tribute to the general effect and enhance 
the brilliancy of the pageant, both on 
water and shore. It is still more credit- 
able, considering the magnitude of the 
affair and the thousand and one detaiis 
to be iooked after, that the program was 
carried out without a hitch and that it 
was so planned as to give little or no 
offense to any of those participating. The 
committees having it in charge not only 
worked harmoniously together, but dis- 
played a high degree of executive ability. 
It adds to the interest of this unprecedent- 
ed event that the celebration was in every 
sense a popular one. The entire people 
of New York participated in it and as many 
thousand outsiders as could get there helped 
them. All partisan considerations were 
waived and Republicans, Democrats, Pro- 
hibitionists, mugwumps, and even the anti- 
imperialists joined hands in giving the hero 
of Manila such a welcome as, considering 
the numbers of those engaged in it, no other 
war hero in this country has received. 
The seasons for this extraordinary dis- 
play are not far to seek. The demonstra- 
tion to Admiral Dewey does honor to him, 
‘but in a still wider sense he has done 
honor to the demonstration, and in that’ 
lies the chief significance. It is not alone 
because he fought the battle of Manila 
Bay and sank the Spanish fleet that the 
American people have risen as one man 
to meet and greet him. They recognize 
in him not alone, the naval hero but a 
great American. He has exhibited aged 
ties, under trying circumstances, which 
Americans admi alone personal 
bravery and skill as a naval commander, 
but the ability to maintain the country’s 
interests on a far away foreign shore with- 
out giving offense to other nations, when 
for the first time this government had been 
forced by war into the position of a world 
power. The people have watched him and 
found that he has made no mistakes; that 
his success has not exalted him personally; 
reumstances he has car- 
ried himself a rare equipoise, and 
that it has not occurred to him he has 
done more than any other patriotic Ameri- 
ean sailor would have done. For quaii- 
ties such as these, which constitute the 
highest type of greatness, the American 
people have welcomed him.

coin—banks, trust companies, and ‘private 
individuals—to deliver it to the general gov- 
ernment, receiving in exchange gold certifi- 
cates, which are to be a legal tender, but 
which are not to be redeemable in gold, un- 
less the person asking for their redemption 
can produce an invoice of foreign goods, and 
swear he intends to ship the gold abroad to 
pay forthem. The ingenious correspondent 
proposes algo that it shall be made a punisha- 
ble offense not to deliver up gold to the 
authorities. There are several objections to 
this plan. Itis unconstitutional. The United 
States cannot force citizens to hand over 
their gold in exchange for its irredeemable 
due bills, even though they are made legal 
tenders. The property of an American can- 
not be taken from him without due compen- 
sation. If this scheme were constitutional 
it could not be enforced. Most of the gold 
to be confiscated would elude the search 
of the government agents. The men who 
own it would prefer to brave the wrath of 
the government rather than give up a form 
of property so easily secreted. Finally, a 
attempt to put in execution such a mad plan 
as this would close all the banks, and would 
give the United States a flat currency which 
would be of less value than a silver standard 
currency. The cause of sound money has 
urgent need of deliverance from its friends if 
‘this correspondent be one of them.

Then there are 200 reasons why Polish 

should be taught in the Chicago schools 

where there is one reason for teaching 

Spanish.

There are more than three times 

as many Poles here as there are French 

and French Canadians. But by parity of 
reasoning the Scandinavian languages 

should be taught in preference to Polish. 

There are many more Scandinavians here 
than there are Poles, but they do not ask 

to have Swedish or Norwegian taught in 
the public schools. * 

German is the foreign tongue most spoken 
in Chicago. Instruction in it in the public 
schools is more justifiable than in the case 
of any other foreign tongue. But the busi- 
ness utility of a knowledge of German in 
the United States is decreasing. English 
is steadily supplanting German. The Ger 

man boys will not learn it, and the older 
generation is passing from the stage. There 
is no valid excuse for the filching of 
time from English instruction in the public 
schools to attempt to teach any foreign 
language. That is not what the schools 
were created for. They exist to teach 
thoroughly the language of the American 
citizen, not the language spoken by Lafay- 
ette, Steuben, and Pulaski, but by Wash- 
ington, Greene, and Wayne. 


RALLY ROUND THE FESTIVAL. 
The feuds, which threatened to interfere 
with the sucbessful execution of the plans 
for the fall festival have been settled. The 
troubled waters are tranquil. Therefore 
the duty of Chicagoans is plain. They 
should forget the past and aim to make the 
future secure. There should be no argu- 
ment as to which of the warring factions 
came out ahead or whether it was a drawn 
game between them. “ Let bygones be by- 
gones is the only wise policy in the case 
of domestic squabbles. 

It behooves Chicagoans now to respond 
heartily to.the appeal of the Finance com-

Chicagoans hade sent out an urgent in- 
vitation to their friends to be here next 
month. They have invited not merely 
their neighbors throughout the West but 
representatives of other governments. It 
is true that the President of Mexico and 
the Governor General of Canada are una- 
ble to come, but high dignitaries from those 
two countries, who will be critical judges 
ot a festival, will be here. All these vis- 
itors have been promised that they shall 
see something worthy of the city, and there- 
tore well worth seeing. They must not be al- 
lowed to go home to tell their people that 
they were lured here under false pretenses 
—that they were invited to a magnificent 
festival and were only a shabby show. 
Chicago set a high standard for itself in 
the World’s Fair year. Its citizens must 
not forget that outsiders will measure by 
that standard all great celebrations which 
are held in the name of the city. The hour 
is growing late. In a little over a week 
the fall festival will be upon us. The dif- 
ferent committees which have charge of the 
preparations say they will do their part if 
citizens generally will back them up. Then 
let there be an outburst of civic pride and 
proper moral and material support. 


THE PITY OF A NEEDLESS WAR. 

War in the Transvaal is becoming hour- 

ly more probable. The Boers seem de- 
termined to defend their land and liberty, 
if need be, with a lavish expediture of 
blood. The British seem equally deter- 
mined to wrest) certain concessions from 
the little republic by foree of arms. Both 
now stand op the verge of war, and any 
day may bring) news that the first gun 
has been fired and that a bitter, bloody, 
and needless struggle has begun. 
{ Ameticans can but regret that in the 
closing hours of the century there shou.d 
be such a confiict between two kindred 
peop.es over causes which apparently do 
not warrant bloodshed. From the Ameri- 
can point of view many of the British de- 
mands in the Transvaal controversy are 
wrong or incomprehensible The people 
of the United States cannot see the jus 
tice, for instan¢e, in the British demand 
that the English language should be taught 
in the Transvaal schools on equal terms 
with the Dutch language. Th's is an ex- 
traordinary point to go to war about. It 
is one of those’ interferences with the in- 
ternal affairs of the Boer republic which 
have no warrant in the London conven- 
tion of 1884. Americans @annot see how 
such a demand squares with the ideals 
of justice and fair dealing on which the 
| British nation prides itself. 

Neither can Americans approve of the 
demand, if such has actually been made, 
calling for the dismantling of the Boer 
fort at | Johannésburg. Such a demand 
amounts to nothing more or less than 
that the Boers shall surrender their in- 
dependence. To ask them to lay down 
part of their ns of self-defense is to 
ask them to lay down their national ex- 
istence. In refusing such a demand the 
Boers merely assert their determination 
to maintain their independence. In insist- 
ing upon it Great Britain shows an ap- 
parent bene of stripping this inde- 
pendence of all means of self- preservation. 
Without forts the republic would be at 
the mercy of the next Jameson raid. 

Englishmen say this is a case where 
“national hondr” is involved. National 
hénor has always been held in high esteem, 
but it does not call for such sacrifices 
of blood as would be made in this case. 
When national honor,” leads to national 
crime it is am iilusory and dishonorable 
thing. Both parties in this impending com- 
flict are peop:¢ of adm/rable qualittes 
Both are wedded to freedom and to what 
they conceive to be their rights. Both 
are brave, strong. and formidable 
in battle. The British and Dutch settlers 
in south Africa have found in each other 
kindred traits dnd have intermarried until 
scarcely a household would ‘rema‘n un- 
stricken, whichever side suffered.

‘ LET ADMIRAL DEWEY REST. 
As might have been anticipated, Admiral 
Dewey has declined to visit Chicago upon 
the occasion of the autumn festival. What 
with the demonstrations at New York and 
Washington he will have had sufficient fes- 
tival for a naturally modest man, and ought 
not to be called upon to expose himself to 
any additional fatigue or excitement. If 
Admiral Dewey were an exceptionally vain 
man and fond of exhibiting himself the 
temptation would be strong to go here, 
there, and everywhere. That he declines 
all outside invitations indicates he will be 
lad when the necessary demonstrations are 
ncluded and he can have the quiet and rest 
he so much needs. It is wrong to bring any 
pressure to bear upon him with the view 
of securing his attendance at festivals 
or local celebrations, however important 
they may be, unless they are agreeable to 
him personally. 

If the people of this country wish to show 
their gratitude to Admiral Dewey, the best 
expression they can make of it is to give 
him permission to rest. He is under no 
obligation to continue his journey if he does 
not wish to, or if it would prove irksome or 
laborious. We have his own word for it 
that life on a warship is not particularly 
healthy or invigorating. The lack of the 
right kind of exercise, of proper rest, reg- 
ular hours, good food, and the strain of re- 
sponsibility would tell upon any man, how- 
ever strong he might be. When to this is 
added the Admiral’s love of quiet and dis- 
like of publicity, the excitement through 
which he is now passing becomes doubly 
hard to bear, and is specially distasteful by 
reason of what he has already gone through 
on shipboard. Admiral Dewey is not the 
kind of man Tue Trisune takes him to be 
if he does not look forward with delight to 
the time when these tedious ceremonies will 
‘be over and he can escape from the multi- 
tude and seek rest among his old friends 
in the Vermont hills, And the country will 
not think any the less of him for doing it. 

If, however, a few months hence, when he 


| has had a good rest, Admiral Dewey would 


like to visit Chicago and the West he can 
be assured that he will receive a welcome 
which will outdo that he is now receiving 
in New York. He has a place in the affec- 
tions of the Western people higher than that 
occupied by any naval commander since 
Farragut, and Chicago would be delighted 
to do him honor. If he will come next 
spring, as he has intimated he may, he can 
be certain of a popular greeting which will 
be more trying to his proverbial modesty 
than anything he has encountered in New 
York or will find in Washington. 


CUBA AND THE TRANSVAAL, 

A correspondent has suggested that it 
does not become American newspapers to 
criticise Great Britain with reference to 
the Transvaal because the American 
people, without sufficient provocation, be- 
gan war against Spain and deprived that 
country of its colonial possessions 

The circumstances are not the same. 
In the opinion of many Americans the 
blowing-up of the Maine was adequate jus- 


ing that out of consideration the condi- 
tion of affairs in Cuba differed radically 
from that existing in the Transvaal. The 
Cuban people, native to the soil and owners 
of it, were the victims of cold-blooded 
inhumanity, under the very eyes of 
Americans. The Cubans were seeking to 
gain their independence. In order to 
quell the insurrection the Spaniards were 
using not merely the weapons of legiti- 
mate warfare but also pestilence and 
famine. They starved to death more than 
they shot to death. | 

The Spaniards were unable to subjugate 
the Cubans, or the Cubans to drive out 
the Spaniards. The sanguinary struggle 
bid fair to be intermnable. Therefore 
humanity, mercy, and the interests of civ- 
ilization made it the imperative duty of 
the United States, a powerful neighboring 
nation, to put am end to the savagery 
and butchery that were reddening the 
fields of Cuba with blood and that were 
starving all except the vultures. National 
duty rather than national honor was the 
sufficient cause for the Spanish war. 

Who are, according to the British gov- 
ernment, the oppressed in the Transvaal? 
Not the natives, citizens, and land-owners 
of that country, who have never trod other 
than African soi, but immigrants from 
many lands, and chiefly from Great Britain, 
whom the lust for gold drove to the Trans- 
vaal. They went there of their own free 
will, without invitation. They have dug 
from the bowels of the earth tens of 
millions of gold without molestation. It 
is claimed now that they are oppressed 
and that “national honor” makes it the 
duty of Great Britain to free them from 
oppression. 

These gold hunters of the Transvaal are 
not being shot down. They are not being 
herded in prison camps and “starved to 
death. They are not being treated, in a 
foreign land, ag the Cubans were treated 
in their native land. The “ oppression ” 
to which they are subjected lies in the 
fact that these aliens to the soil and 
these rich, powerful, great mining com- 
pan.es of the Rand are. not allowed to 
govern the Transvaal. The Boers refuse 
to consent to the proposition that they 
shall hand over to the uit!anders the powers 
of government, and that the Boers shal] 
become uitlanders in their native land. 

If the uitlanders were Germans, French- 
men, or Americans, the British govern- 
ment would not deem them oppressed. 
It would view with marked disfavor the 
demand that political power in the Trans- 
vaal be given to the uitlanders. “ Na- 
tional honor would call for the backing-up 
of the Boers in their resistance to that 
demand. But under existing circum- 
stances, compliance with it means British 
aggrandizement. Hence “ national honor” 
is aga’nst the Boers and on the side of 
those “oppressed ” Englishmen who went 
to the Transvaal for gold and who, hav- 
ing become owners of the mines, call them- 
selves oppressed because they are not al- 
lowed to own the Transvaal and rule the 
Boers, and ultimately annex that country 
to the British Empire. |
